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At 5;30 pm on December 20th, in order that the Bui 
available the details of the interviews with GEORGE HBvVITT and MAX YERGAN 
conducted by agents of this office on i^eceniber 20, I dictated a memorandum 
to Mr. Fletchef^'s secretary, setting forth in some detail the results of 
the interviews./ 

Relative to GEORGE HE^^TT, I furnished the information contained 
in the memorandum of SA A. J. Tuohy dated December 20, as furnished to Mr# 
Tuohy by SA Jacdc Danahy» The information contained in this memorandum was 
supplemented with the f ollowingj 

The agents had taken HEtHTT in a bureau car to locate the apartment 
where the meeting was held in 1937 or 1938. . HEffITT identified the apartment 
house at 6 West 16 Street as the building in which he thought the meeting 
was held* Ke was taken into the building and appeared to, be familiar with 
the stairs and identified apartment F-35 as the apartment in questiont This 
apartment is occupied by R. P. MDGE who, from inquiries conducted by the 
agents, took occupancy of the apartment subsequent to 1938. Relative to Ihe 
meeting of the NATIONAL NEGRO CONGRESS in ^''ashington about 19^0, HKYITT 
advised that MAX YERGAN, JAJffiS W. FORD, ROSE WORTIS, mX STEINBERG and BOB 
CAMPBELL were among the persons present/ in addition to the two HISS brothers. 
Relative to the information furnished the Bureau by ALEX CAJffBELL that HE7;ITT 
had appeared before an INS hearing and had stated he attended many Comunist 
meetings with ALGER HISS, HEIHTT advised the agents that he had completed ^ 
his INS testimony before the CHAM]^ERS-HISS case arose in the papers and up 
to that time, he did not know HISS by name, ^consequently, he did not see hew 
he could have made such a statement at INS hearings when he did not know HISS 
by name. HEyiTITT advised tliat he did not recall any such testimony regarding 
the attending of CP meetings with HISS. / 

Relative to the MAX YT-RGAN interview, YERGAN advised that he met 
TIM H0D4ES (GEORGE HBYITT) in Madison Square Park in August, 1948 for the 
first time. At that time, HEV/ITT came up and introduced himself and congra- 
t»Jilated YERGAN on leaving the Party. YERGAN advised that he--«aw'-AmER'iiISS'^^^ 
first in April, 1945 at the San Francisco Conference when plSS-was^-eecrertrary ^ 
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to STETTINIUS. He did not know whetter HISS is connected with the CP or 
anything concerning the background of HISS. He denied attending CP meetings 
with HISS. YERGAI^ advised that he was interviewed by Congressmen McDCfSELL, 
MANDEL and STOKES last Friday, December 17th, and he told them at that time - 
be Ad not know anything concerning HISS of importance* YERGAN advised that 
in the fall of 1946, PAUL ROBESON brought a woman, named KLEINER (ph) into 
his office at the COUNCIL OF AFRICAN AFFltlRS. ROBESON recommended her for 
employment with the COUNCIL OF AFRICAN AFFAIRS. At that tljne, she said she 
was a sister-in-law of AICER HISS. She was employed by the COUNCIL OF 
AFRICAN AFFAIRS from September, 1946 to April, 1947 as a representative of 
the Council to go daily to the UN and write up any happenings there for the ^^^. 
benefit of the Council. YERGAN recalled that she lived at 10 Mitchell Place, 
New York City, with a woman named EDITH ATWATER. YERGAN had no infonnation 
regarding KLEINER *s background except that during the war, she cbLiraed to be 
coordinating information for the Vfar Department on material coping from the 
Balkan states and therefore, she may have been en employee of the War Depart-- 
ment. YERGAN does not know whether she was a Communist or not. She left ^ 

the COUNCIL OF AFRICAN AFP^AIRS to go to work for the WOODROff WILSON FOUNDATION* 

YERGAN advised that he was not served with a subpoena by the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities but was merely told to hold himself in 
readiness for a call from them. He got the impression that the information 
he gave was not of importance. 

Mr. Fletcher was further advised that HEWITT was served with a 
subpoena for appearance before the Grand Jury on December 21st and that 
service was made by the U. S« Marshal* He was further advised that Mr. 
Donegan is getting out a subpoena for MAX YERGAN.

ISAAC DON lEVITfE was interviewed by Special Agents Jantes 
and John F. Sulli-van at his office, 240 Madison Avenue, on December 
During the interview, which was for the purpose of determining LFVIIT; 
knowledge of ALOER'HISS* espionage activities and Comnmnist affiliations, the 
name of LAV/REKCE DUGGAN was injected. 





LEVINE stated that at the interview which he had arranged beti 
WHITTAKER CHA^^RS and Assistant Secretary of State ADOLPH A. BERLE at BEl3£*S 
home, Woodley House, on September 2, 1939, CHA^'BERS had enumerated a number of 
individuals in the State Department who were supplying the Communist Apparatus ; 
(CKAVFFRS» description of the Commiml st-Russian espionage group), among whom .. 
was lAWRENCE DUGGAN. As LEVITE would mention each name be would accompany It 
with a comment. SJhen he mentioned UT/RENCE DtlOGAN he looked at agents and 
said, «0f course you know all about LAWRENCE DUGGAN." Agents were non-co?nmSfcal, 
whereupon he said, "Well, you of course know all about lAWRENCE DUGGAN^S father ^ 
and therefore it naturally follows. •» Agents remained non-committal until the 
interview concerning HISS^ activities and the purpose for the interview were 
over# At that time he was quizzed concerning his remarks about LAWRENCE TOOGAN. 

He was asked specifically what he meant when he mentioned to agents, 
"Of course you know all about him." LF-VINE went into a short rambling diatribe 
irtiich actually amounted to nothing. He said nothing specific and spoke in 
generalities. T.'hen asked what he meant about "Well, you know all about DUOGAH'S 
father," he repeated the same oral procedure. He gave a brief glowing account : 
of lAWRKHCE DUGGAN 'S father's do'nestie and international activities, culminating 
with tt)e criticism that DUOIAN'S father was considered a very famous Individual 
among Europe's intellectuals and was better known in the capitals of Europe , 
among this set than he was in the United States. His remarks concerning both_ 
lAWRIrWCF. DUGGAN and his dad were laudatory rather than derogatory. :.i.V.

B. Fletcher of the Bureau 
that I learned from Mr. Tbm Donegan that the Grand Jury is going to adjourn 
today until January 3» ,v „.

I further advised tfr* Fletcher that WHJ^AXER CHAItfiGRS had iden- i - 
tified the photograph of FELIX AUGUST INSIERMAlC^s being identical with 
FTiLIX. I told Mr. Fletcher that, according to the agents who exhibited the 
picture to CHAMBERS, the identification was instantaneous, definite and '. \ . 
unequivocal. I also told Mr. Fletcher that I was going to call the Baltimore 
office and advise them of the identification and request that we be furnished 
with all available infonsation which Baltimore has concerning INSI£RMAN.. 

I mentioned to Mr. Fletcher that in hlbany letter dated December .1 
20th, which forwarded a photograph of INSIERMAN obtained from his personnel 
file at the General Electric Company, Schenectady, where he is employed, •• ' 
information is set out that INSLERMAN ifi^ presently being investigated for . ' 
clearance to perform secret work on ^bject "Hermes", a highly secret U. S. .: . 
Army project being carried on at the Schenectady works of ueneral Electric, 
Albany requested that they be advised immediately if CHA?ABERS identified 
the photograph of INSLERTiAN and the Bureau be notified so that consideration ; 
nay be given to furnishing the Ariqy with sufficient information to cause . 
him to be rejected for clearance. 1 also mentioned that Baltimore thought - ; 
we might want to investigate INSLEWilAN for current espionage activities* ' 
I informed Mr. Fletcher that our reaction is that INSLEm^AN should be inter- 
viewed immediately, a consent to search obtained and his effects thorou^ly _ 
searched. If he is engaged in current espionage activities, we are liable 
to uncover itj if he is not, he will at Isast be questioned as to his identity 
as Felix. Mr. Fletcher agreed Ihat this would be the proper procedure to 
follow* I iwjulred of Mr. 'letcher i»*iether we should interview INSIJ5RMAN ' ,• 
now or wait until the urand Jury reconvenes. Mr. *letcher stated that he ,. . 
thought INSLEIi?«lN could be interviewed tomorrow. Mr. Fletcher inquired 
about a subpoena for INSL5IWAN. I told him that I did not think a subpoena .,; 
would be Issued for INSLERJjI/W until the Grand Jury comes back and the HCUA v .t 
cannot learn of his Identity unless there Is some publicity about a subpoenia V 
being issued for him.

I also mentioned to Mr. Fletcher that CHAMBERS will now know that . 
we are awan of FELIX's identity but CHAJJBERS will probably not ^now FELIX'S

Mr. Fletcher stated that DJSLERMAN should be interviewed by the . 
Albany office but that we should be sure Mr. Donegan knows that we are 
eoine to interview him and we should also ascertain from Kr. Doneean 
whether a subpoena is going to be served on INSIERT^N. -I inquired whether 
we should serve the subpoena if Mr. Donegan so desires* Mr. i^letcher stated 
ttet he thinks we should. However, Mr. -t^letcher requested that he be , , 
furnished with the full facts before we take any action relative to inter- ; 
viewing INSLErotMi and servinc the subpoena on him. I informed Mr. Fletcher 
that after I had discussed this patter with Ur. i)onegan^ I would call him 
again to obtain ^eau clearance to interview INSIER^^IAN and serve the jiubpoena. 

At 12t25 pm I called SAC McFarlin of the Baltimore office to 
advise him of the identificaUon of INSLERMAN »s photograph by CHAJffiERS as 
being identical with FELIX. I pointed out to Mr. McFarlin the fact that 
INSIKWilAN is being checked to work on a highly secret Aimy project, and In 
view of the fact that we would be responsible if INSLEKMAN stole any infor- 
mation from the files of General Electric, vre thought it best to intervisw 
INSLEH>1/J< imnediately instead of foUoirlng Baltimore's suggestion of con- 
ducting an investigation to uncover current espionage activities on the part 
of INSLBRMAN. I told Mr. McFarlin that I had discussed this with the Bureau 
and that Albany would probably conduct the interview tomorrow, and get a X^ ^ 
consent to search his effects* It w^s mentioned to Mr. McFarlin that if : v^^r 
INSLERMAN is thoroughly intexpriewed and his effects searched, information r 
relative to this case might be uncovered* 

I requested Vx. McFarlin to furnish ibis office with all available 
information regarding INSLER>IAN irtiich would be of value to us as he will 
probably be coming before the OJ the first part of January* 
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As my memorandvon of Deceufcer ?2W, concerning the action to be ^ 
taken to interview FBLH AUGUST INSUaOU^n the afternoon of December 22nd. 
I spoke to Mr.' Tom Doneg^n relative to the various plans that couU be 
pursued oonceming FELIX INSI^rottN. I advised that, in view of I?JSIE»»AN«« 
apparent position in Schenectady, it might be possible to conduct a oon- 
tinuinti investleetion to determine jf he is engaged in espionage activities 
at this time. I pointed out, however, that by so doing tlie Governmeht was 
taking the responsibility for any activities he mi^t. undertake in oonheotion 
with the secret project with which he is apparently affiliated. I advised 
that if we decide to interview him, this can be done iiratediately or we oould 
wait until tlie Grand Jury reconvenes, on January 3rd, but the sane argument 
pertains here, that now that we have the knowledge of his identity, we are ; 
charged with the responsibility for any action he might take. Mr. DonegWi i 
advised he would defer to the Bureau's judgment in this but that he agreed 
with me that the beat lins of action would be to interview FELIX iniaediately; 
I inquired whether a subpoena would be issued for the Grand Jury and if •©, ,v 
irtien. Mr. Donegan advised he would Issue a subpoens this afternoon and he 
pointed out that it would be desirable for FBI agents to serve the subpoena ■ ? 
on INSLER»CAN after the interview as otherwise IN§LERMAW might not be located 
hy the U. S. Marshal.
